necessary,  in  order  to  vest  the  said  Hospital  and  offices  and  the 
grounds  and  pertinents  and  the  furniture  and  equipment  thereof 
in  the  Trustees  who  are  to  hold  the  same,  and  in  order  to 
formulate  and  declare  the  Constitution  of  the  Trust  hereby 
created,  that  we  should  execute  these  presents :

and  Henry  Nixon,  residing  in  Port- Glasgow,  Inspector  of  Poor

width  now  called  Parquhar  Road,  running  west-north- west- 
wards from  the  said  Birkmyre  Avenue,  and  on  the  north- 
north-east  side  of  a  proposed  street  of  forty  feet  in  width 
projected  to  run  west-north-westwards  from  the  said  Birkmyre 
Avenue,  all  as  laid  down  on  a  plan  drawn  by  Thomas  Welsh 
Hamilton,  Land  Surveyor  in  Greenock,  endorsed  on  and  sub- 
scribed as  relative  to  the  Peu  Contract  aftermentioned  and  as 
therein  particularly  described,  and  of  the  following  mensurations, 
viz.  Three  hundred  and  nine  feet  or  thereby  along  the  said 
Birkmyre  Avenue,  following  the  curve  thereof ;  two  hundred 
and  forty  feet  or  thereby  along  the  said  Parquhar  Road  ;  four 
hundred  and  eight  feet  or  thereby  along  the  said  proposed  street; 
and  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  feet  or  thereby  along  the 
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west-norfh-west  boundary,  and  amounting  in  measure  to  two 
hundred  and  seventy-six  poles  or  thereby  Imperial  standard

and  with  free  ish  and  entry  thereto  by  the  said  Birkmyre 
Avenue  and  Parquhar  Road,  or  by  such  portions  of  these  streets 
as  are  presently  opened  up,  and  also  with  free  ish  and  entry  by 
the  said  proposed  street  if  and  when  it  shall  be  opened  up,  but 
that  only  in  so  far  as  the  said  piece  of  ground  extends  along  the 
said  Birkmyre  Avenue,  Parquhar  Road,  and  said  proposed 
street  respectively,  together  with  the  buildings  erected  on  the

tions, provisions,  declarations,  restrictions,  prohibitions,  obliga- 
tions, and  others  specified  and  referred  to  in  (first)  Pen  Contract 
of  the  said  piece  of  ground  entered  into  between  Horatio  Renaud 
Babington  Peile,  Pactor,  residing  in  Inverkip,  Commissioner 
nominated  and  appointed  by  the  said  Sir  Michael  Hugh  Shaw 
Stewart,  of  Greenock  and  Blackball,  Baronet,  on  the  first  part, 
and  me,  the  said  John  Birkmyre,  on  the  second  part,  dated  the 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth,  and  recorded  in  the  Division  of  the 
General  Register  of  Sasines  applicable  to  the  County  of  Renfrew 
the  twenty-first,  all  days  of  January  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
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Seven ;  and  (second)  Minute  of  Agreement  between  the  said  Sir 
Michael  Hugh  Shaw  Stewart  on  the  first  part,  and  me,  the  said 
John  Birkmyre,  on  the  second  part,  dated  the  fifteenth  day  of 
July  and  second  day  of  August,  and  recorded  in  the  said 
Division  of  the  General  Register  of  Sasines  the  sixth  day  of 
August,  all  in  the  year  N"ineteen  Hundred  and  Seven ;  with 
entry  at  the  date  hereof:  And  we  assign  the  writs,  and  we 
assign  the  rents,  and  we  bind  ourselves  to  free  and  relieve 
the  said  dispouees  and  their  foresaids  of  all  feu-duties,  casualties, 
and  public  burdens  ;  and  we  grant  warrandice ;

Helen  Maclarty  or  Birkmyre,  declare  that  the  Trustees  nomi- 
nated and  appointed  as  Trustees  of  the  said  "  The  Broadstone 
Jubilee  Hospital"  and  their  successors  in  office  as  Trustees 
shall  hold  the  foresaid  Hospital,  offices  and  pertinents,  furniture 
and  other  equipment,  and  all  other  property  pertaining  thereto 
including  all  Endowment  Funds  now  gifted,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  gifted  IN  TRUST  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in,  and 
subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  following  constitution 
of  the  said  »  The  Broadstone  Jubilee  Hospital,"  which  we  hereby 
declare  and  determine  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.  :  

Constitution  of  Trust. 

TRUSTEES. 

I.  The  Hospital  Buildings,  offices,  pertinents,  furniture,  and 
other  equipment  of  the  Hospital,  are  and  shall  be  vested  in  the 
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Trustees  hereinbefore  named  who    are   appointed   ex  officio 
Trustees,  and  in  the  Trustees  hereinbefore  named  who  are 
appointed  Life  Trustees,  and  upon  the  death  or  retiral  from 
the  Trust  of  any  of  the  Life  Trustees  hereby  appointed  the 
same   shall   continue   to    be   vested   in   the   said   ex  officio 
Trustees    and   the   survivors    or  survivor  of    the   said  Life 
Trustees;  and  upon  the  death  or  retiral  from  the  Trust  of 
the  last  survivor  of  the  said  Life  Trustees  hereby  nominated  the 
same  shall  thereupon  be  vested  in  the  said  ex  officio  Trustees  and 
their  successors  in  the  respective  offices  held  by  them.  The 
whole  Trustees  are  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The  Trustees." 
The  said  Life  Trustees  hereby  appointed  shall,  and  we  hereby 
empower  them,  by  a  majority  of  their  number  alive  and  acting 
at  the  time,  whenever  by  death  or  other  circumstances  they 
become  reduced  to  a  less  number  than  ten,  from  time  to  time  to 
assume  such  person  or  persons  as  they  may  think  qualified 
and  eligible  to  be  Life  Trustees  along  with  them  of  the  said 
"The  Broadstone  Jubilee  Hospital,"  so  as  to  maintain  the  said 
number  of  ten  Life  Trustees;  and  Trustees  assumed  under  this 
power  shall  themselves  be  entitled  to  assume  new  Trustees 
whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  do  so  in  order  to  maintain  the 
said  number  of  ten  Life  Trustees  ;  and  while  it  is  hereby  provided 

thatthebuildings,offices,pertinents,furniture  and  other  equipment 
of  the  said  "  The  Broadstone  Jubilee  Hospital  "  shall  ultimately 
be  held  m  the  names  of  the  said  ex  officio  Trustees,  it  shall  not 
be  competent  for  the  said  ex  officio  Trustees  to  make  any 
alterations  or  additions  thereon  or  to  grant  deeds  or  document, 
thereanent  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Trustees,  including  the  Life  Trustees  then  acting  for  the 
time.     The  said  Buildings  and  other  property  shall  be  used 
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by  the  Trustees  for  the  purposes  of  an  Hospital  for  the  benefit 
of  persons  suffering  from  non-infectious  diseases  and  for  surgical 
cases,  and  primarily  for  persons  resident  in  Port- Glasgow  or 
in  the  sui'rounding  districts  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  said  Burgh,  but  not  for  incurable  or  infectious  cases. 

II.  The  Trustees  shall  have  power,  if  it  is  considered  at  any 
time  desirable,  to  increase  or  extend  the  buildings,  and  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  apply  in  payment  of  the  cost  thereof  such 
part-of  the  capital  as  may  not  be  specially  set  apart  for  any 
other  purpose,  or  if  necessary  the  Trustees  may  borrow  money 
for  that  purpose  on  the  security  of  the  Hospital  and  other 
property  vested  in  them,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  vested  in 
them.  The  Trustees  shall  also  have  power  to  accept  legacies, 
donations,  gifts,  subscriptions,  conveyances,  and  endowments 
either  of  money  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever, 
either  absolutely  or  conditionally,  and  shall  apply  the  same  and 
the  interest  or  income  thereof  for  or  towards  the  general  purposes 
and  benefit  of  the  Hospital,  or  for  or  towards  any  special  object 
connected  therewith,  subject  always  to  the  directions  if  any  of 
the  respective  testators,  donors,  or  subscribers.  The  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  invest  the  funds  or  endowments  of  the 
Hospital  in  such  securities  as  are  allowed  for  Trust  Investments 
by  the  Common  and  Statute  Law  of  Scotland.  AH  Investments 
or  Securities  for  the  Endowment  Funds  and  other  property, 
heritable  and  moveable,  which  may  hereafter  be  gifted  or 
bequeathed  for  the  purposes  of  said  Hospital,  and  writs  and 
documents  connected  therewith,  may  be  taken  in  the  names  of 
the  Provost  of  Port-Glasgow,  the  Chairman  of  the  Parish  Council 
of  the  Parish  of  Port-Glasgow,  the  Chairman  of  the  School 
Board  of  the  Burgh  of  Port-Glasgow,  and  the  Sheriff- Substitute 
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of  Renfrew  and  Bute  at  Greenock,  all  for  tlie  time  being,  or  of  any 
three  of  them,  who  shall  hold  the  same  for  behoof  of  the  Hospital, 
and  receipts,  discharges,  deeds  or  other  documents,  relating  to 
the  said  investments,  securities,  funds,  or  property,  shall  be 
validly  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  the  whole 
Trustees  thereof,  if  subscribed  by  the  ex  officio  Trustees  last 
above  mentioned  acting  for  the  time,  or  by  any  three  of  them, 
provided  such  receipts,  discharges,  deeds  or  other  documents, 
have  been  duly  authorised  by  a  quorum  of  the  Trustees,  and  an 
excerpt  from  the  Minute  of  the  Trust  containiug  such  authorisa- 
tion, certified  by  the  Secretary,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  thereof. 

III.  All  Deeds  and  Writings  referring  to  the  title  or 
property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  deposited  for  safe  custody 
with  the  Secretaries  of  the  Hospital  for  the  time  being. 

IV.  The  Trustees  shall  hold  an  Annua]  Meeting  on  the 
first  Monday  in  March,  and  su^h  other  meetings  as  may 
be  necessary,  at  all  of  which  five  shall  form  a  quorum. 
At  each  Annual  Meeting  they  shall  appoint  a  Chairman  for  the 
year,  who,  in  addition  to  his  deliberative  vote,  shall  have  a 
casting  vote,  and  at  the  same  meeting  they  shall  also  appoint 
SIX  of  their  number  as  representatives  on  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment hereinafter  mentioned. 

V.  In  the  event  of  any  of  the  offices  in  virtue  of  which  the 
holders  become  ex  officio  Trustees  of  this  Hospital  being  here- 
after abolished,  either  by  an  amalgamation  of  interests  or  by  a 
transfer  of  duties,  or  by  any  other  reason,  the  persons  then 
discharging  the  duties  now  appertaining  to  said  offices,  shall 
become  Trustees  ex  officio  of  the  Hospital  in  room  and  stead  of 
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the  holders  of  the  said  offices  so  abolished.  Should  any  salaried 
official  of  the  Hospital  be  also  the  holder  of  a  public  office,  in 
virtue  of  which  he  is  entitled  to  act  as  an  ex  officio  Trustee  of  the 
Hospital,  it  shall  be  competent  for  him  to  retain  his  salaried 
office  and  also  to  act  as  a  Trustee,  notwithstanding  any  law  or 
practice  to  the  contrary. 

VI.  Until  the  first  meeting  of  Subscribers  to  be  held,  as 
hereinafter  fixed,  the  Hospital  and  the  whole  property  thereof 
shall  be  managed  by  the  donors  and  the  Trustees. 

Subscribers. 

VII.  A  meeting  of  Subscribers  to  the  said  Hospital  shall 
be  held  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  1908,  and  thereafter 
annually  a  meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  in  March. 

VIII.  At  the  first  meeting  of  Subscribers  all  persons  who 
have  contributed  £1  Is.  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  act.  At 
said  meeting  Church  Congregations,  Friendly  Societies,  and 
other  Associations  (excepting  Public  Works  and  Trade  Societies 
representation  being  hereinafter  specially  provided  for  them)  who 
have  subscribed  a  sum  of  at  least  £3  3s.  to  the  funds  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  represented  by  their  Clerk  or  Secretary  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  act,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  election 
to  the  Board  of  Management  after  mentioned. 

IX.  At  the  Annual  Meetings  of  Subscribers  all  persons 
who  during  the  immediately  preceding  financial  year  have  sub- 
scribed a  sum  of  £1  Ls.  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  or  any 
person  who  shall  within  five  years  immediately  preceding  the 
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date  of  the  meeting  have  given  a  donation  of  £5  or  upwards  to 
the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  entitled  to  act  and  vote  at 
the  meeting.  Church  Congregations,  Friendly  Societies,  and 
other  Associations  (excepting  Public  Works  and  Trade  Societies) 
who  have  during  the  immediately  preceding  financial  year  sub- 
scribed a  sum  of  £3  3s.  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be 
represented  by  their  Clerk  or  Secretary,  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  and  act,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  Board  of 
Management  aftermentioned. 

X.  The  Subscribers  at  their  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
fourth  day  of  March,  1908,  shall  appoint  six  of  their 
number  to  act  on  the  Board  of  Management  hereinafter 
mentioned.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  Subscribers  thereafter 
two  of  their  number  shall  be  elected  to  the  said  Board  in  room 
of  those  retiring  as  after  provided. 

XI.  The  Reports  of  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  and  of  the 
Superintendent,  shall  be  submitted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
Subscribers. 

Board  of  Management. 

XII.  Immediately  after  the  first  meeting  of  Sabscribers  a 
Board  of  Management  shall  be  formed,  and  shall  consist  of 
Fifteen  Members,  whereof  six  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Trustees 
from  their  own  number,  six  shall  be  elected  from  amono-  the 
Subscribers  and  Donors,  and  three  shall  be  elected  as  the  direct 
representatives  of  workmen  in  the  Burgh  of  Port-Glasgow 
according  to  the  Regulations  aftermentioned.  At  the  first 
meetmg  of  Subscribers  six  shall  be  elected  to  the  Board  of 
Management,  of  whom  two  in  rotation  shall  retire  annually  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.    The  order  of  retirement  of  the 
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first  six  electad  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Three  representa- 
tives from  the  working  classes  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
delegates  appointed  by  the  various  shipbuilding  yards,  public 
works  and  trade  societies  in  Port-Glasgow.  In  the  month  of 
January  annually  there  shall  be  two  delegates  appointed  from 
each  yard,  public  work,  or  society  in  Port-Grlasgow,  contributing 
to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  names  of  the  delegates 
appointed  shall  be  intimated  to  the  Secretary  of  the  HosiDital. 
A  meeting  of  the  said  delegates  shall  be  convened  annually  by 
the  Secretary  one  month  prior  to  the  annual  meeting  of  Sub- 
scribers for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  three  workmen's 
representatives  on  the  said  Board  of  Management.  The  first 
meeting  of  said  delegates  shall  be  held  on  or  about  the  fourth 
day  of  FebiTiary,  1908,  or  upon  such  other  date  as  may  be  after- 
wards fixed. 

XIII.  The  Board  shall  at  its  first  meeting,  and  thereafter 
annually,  at  its  first  meeting  occurring  after  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  Subscribers,  appoint  one  of  their  number  as  Chairman  for  the 
year.  At  the  first  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and  at  all 
annual  meetings  thereafter,  the  Chairman  for  the  preceding  year 
shall  preside  until  the  appointment  of  a  new  Chairman  is  made. 
In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  from  any  meeting  a  chairman 
shall  be  appointed  for  such  meeting.  The  Chairman  at  all 
meetings  shall  have  a  deliberative  and  also  a  casting  vote  The 
Chairman  of  the  Board  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election  to  the 
office.    At  all  meetings  five  shall  be  a  quorum. 

XIV.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  have  power  to  fill  up 
casual  vacancies  in  their  number  occurring  during  the  year  but 
until  the  next  succeeding  Annual  Meeting  only.      They  shall 
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also  have  power  to  appoint  sub-committees  of  their  ntimber. 
They  shall  have  power  to  frame  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
proper  government  of  the  Hospital,  and  for  regulating  the  duties 
of  its  officials  provided  the  same  are  not  contrary  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  of  the  Constitution  as  hereby  declared. 
They  shall  fix  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the  officials  of  the 
Hospital. 

XV.  The  Board  shall  meet  quarterly  or  oftener  if  necessary 
to  examine  the  accounts  of  income  and  expenditure,  to  consider 
the  medical  report,  the  state  and  condition  of  the  buildings, 
furnishings,  stores,  and  generally  the  management  of  the 
Institution. 

XVI.  The  right  to  appoint  the  original  Superintendent,  the 
Medical  Staff,  the  Matron,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  (who  may 
be  one  and  the  same  person)  and  other  officials  for  the  said 
"  The  Broadstone  Jubilee  Hospital  "  is  reserved  to  the 
Donors.  Any  subsequent  appointments  shall  be  made  by  the 
Board  of  Management  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may 
seem  advisable.  The  said  officials  when  appointed  shall  be 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  said  Board. 

XVII.  All  acts  done  by  the  Board  of  Management  or  by  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Management  or  by  any  person  acting 
as  a  Manager,  shall,  notwitkstanding  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  in 
their  number  at  the  time,  and  notwithstanding  any  defect  in  the 
appointment  of  any  of  such  managers,  or  committee  of  persons 
acting  as  aforesaid,  and  notwithstanding  that  any  person  or 
persons  have  become  disqualified  to  be  managers,  be  valid  and 
effectual. 
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Ladies'  Committee. 

XVIII.  A  committee  of  ladies  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  superintend  the  domestic  and  household  arrange- 
ments of  the  Hospital. 

XIX.  They  shall  choose  from  their  number  a  Working 
Committee  of  eight  (four  being  a  quorum),  who  shall  advise  the 
Board  on  all  points  relating  to  the  internal  management  of  the 
Hospital,  the  comfort  of  the  patients,  and  the  purchase  of 
additional  furniture  or  equipment. 

XX.  The  Working  Committee  shall  satisfy  themselves  by 
vp-eekly  visits  of  two  of  their  number  that  the  comfort  and  care 
of  the  patients  are  being  attended  to,  and  they  shall  have  power 
to  confer  and  advise  with  the  Matron  from  time  to  time. 

XXI.  They  shall  examine  and  certify  the  household  accounts 
before  sending  them  to  the  Treasurer. 

XXII.  The  Ladies'  Committee  shall  choose  from  their 
number  one  who  shall  act  as  Secretary,  and  who  shall  keep 
Minutes  of  their  meetings  and  report  to  each  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

XXIII.  The  Members  of  Committee  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election. 

XXIV.  The  Working  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  the  full  Oommitteee  shall  be  con- 
vened quarterly. 
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Superintendent. 

XXV.  A  Superinteadent  shall  be  appointed  to  said  Hospital, 
who  shall  be  responsible  for  the  efficiency  and  good  condition 
of  all  medical  stores,  instruments,  and  surgical  appliances,  but 
he  shall  not  order  new  instruments  or  appliances,  except  in 
emergency,  without  the  authoi'ity  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
examine  and  certify  all  accounts  for  medical  stores  or  appliances 
before  submitting  them  to  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  enter  in  a 
book,  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  the  names  and  ages  of 
patients,  with  their  diseases,  the  dates  of  admission  and  discharge, 
and  results  of  treatment,  and  shall  prepare  at  the  end  of  each 
year  a  report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Management  and 
the  Annual  Subscribers.  He  shall  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Board  the  cases  of  those  patients  who  have  been  inmates  for  42 
days,  and  any  other  circumstances  he  may  consider  necessary  to 
report.  He  shall  determine  the  order  of  admission  to  the 
Hospital  of  all  cases  other  than  accident  and  emergency  cases. 
He  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff. 

Medical  Staff. 

XXVI.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  annually,  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and  at 
other  times  as  vacancies  may  occur,  elect  such  Medical  Officers 
from  the  medical  men  in  practice  on  their  own  account,  and 
resident  in  Port-Glasgow,  as  may  be  required  for  the  efficient 
treatment  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital.  The  Medical  Officers 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  which  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Management.  In 
the  event  of  there  not  being  a  sufficient  number  of  medical  men 
practising  in  Port-Glasgow  available  for  or  willing  to  accept 
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appointment  to  tlie  Medical  Staff,  the  Board  of  Management 
may  appoint  as  Medical  Officers  medical  men  practising  else- 
where. 

Matron. 

XXVII.  A  Matron  shall  be  appointed  to  said  Hospital,  who 
shall  hold  her  appointment  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of 
Management,  to  whom  she  shall  be  responsible  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  her  duties. 

XXVIII.  The  Matron  shall  attend  punctually  to  all  direc- 
tions of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Medical  Staff,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  proper  nursing  and  comfort  of  all  patients. 

She  shall  lay  a  list  of  requirements,  if  any,  before  the 
appointed  visitors  of  the  Ladies'  Committee,  and  purchases  of 
anything  required  for  the  Hospital  shall  not  be  made  without 
theii'  sanction,  expressed  in  writing  and  duly  signed. 

She  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  management  of 
the  House,  for  all  the  household  goods,  furniture,  stores  and 
provisions,  and  must  account  for  the  same  to  the  Board. 

She  shall  keep  a  daily  account  of  all  provisions  and  stores 
brought  in  and  used,  examining  carefully  both  as  to  quality 
and  quantity. 

She  shall  consult  with  the  Board  should  extra  kssistance 
seem  necessary. 

She  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  due  enforcement  and 
carrying  out  of  all  the  regulations  and  bye-laws  for  the  internal 
management  of  the  Hospital. 
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She  shall  take  care  that  the  wards,  beds  and  bedding,  linen, 
and  all  other  things  kept  within  the  Hospital  are  neat  and 
clean  ;  that  no  used  or  soiled  linen  be  kept  in  the  wards ;  and 
that  when  a  patient  is  discharged  the  bed-clothes  are  immediately 
changed,  and  the  bed  exposed  to  the  open-air. 

She  shall  see  that  each  patient  has  the  diet  prescribed  by  the 
doctor  in  charge. 

She  shall  superintend  the  preparation  of  all  food,  taking  care 
that  it  is  served  at  a  regular  hour,  and  that  none  is  wasted. 

She  shall  see  that  no  articles  of  food  or  drink  are  brought  to 
any  patient. 

She  shall  take  care  that  the  medicines  are  punctually 
administered  and  taken  as  prescribed,  and  that  all  empty  phials, 
&c.,  are  removed  from  the  wards  and  washed. 

XXIX.  The  Employees  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  strictly 
prohibited  from  receiving  gratuities  from  patients  or  their 
friends. 

Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

XXX.  The  Secretary  to  be  appointed  to  said  Hospital 
shall  convene  all  meetings  of  Trustees,  Subscribers,  Board  of 
Management  and  Working  Men's  Delegates,  and  shall  keep 
Minutes  of  such  meetings.  He  shall  prepare,  under  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Board,  the  Annual  Report,  and  conduct  all 
correspondence  within  his  department.  He  shall  also  have  the 
custody  of  the  writs  and  titles  of  the  Hospital,  and  of  all 
property  and  funds  pertaining  thereto. 
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XXXI.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  subscriptions  and 
other  moneys  for  behoof  of  the  Hospital.  He  shall  keep  regular 
accounts  of  his  receipts  and  intromissions,  and  produce  these  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Boai'd.  His  books  shall  be  at  all  times  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Board.  All  moneys  received  shall  be 
deposited  in  Bank,  and  orders  thereon  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Treasurer  and  two  members  of  the  Board.  All  accounts  before 
being  paid  shall  be  certified  by  the  Board,  or  by  a  Committee  of 
their  number.  The  Treasurer  shall  prepare,  in  concert  with  the 
Board,  an  Annual  Statement  to  be  audited  and  submitted  to  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers.  The  oiBces  of  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person  or  firm. 

Auditors. 

XXXII.  An  Auditor,  who  may  be  a  Chartered  Accountant, 
shall  be  appointed  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers  to 
audit  and  certify  the  correctness  of  the  Treasurer's  Accounts. 

Admission  of  Patients. 

XXXIII.  Ifo  patient,  except  in  cases  of  accident  or  emer- 
gency, shall  be  admitted  to  said  Hospital  without  a  letter  of 
recommendation  from  a  subscriber,  countersigned  by  a  qualified 
Medical  Practitioner,  certifying  that  the  case  is  neither  infectious, 
incurable,  nor  insane,  and  is  likely  to  be  one  that  may  be  bene- 
fitted by  such  admission.  The  order  of  admission  of  patients 
other  than  accidents  and  emergency  cases  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Superintendent. 

XXXIV.  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
Hospital  after  the  Superintendent  has  certified  that  the 
case  is  one  not  suited  for  the  Hospital,  which  shall  only  be  done 
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after  consultation  with  the  medical  man  attending  the  Hospital 
at  the  time,  and  in  no  event  shall  a  patient  be  allowed  to  remain 
beyond  forty-two  days  without  the  sanction  of  the  Board. 

XXXV.  If  the  Superintendent  shall  certify  as  in  the 
last  preceding  rule,  the  Secretary  shall  at  once  give  notice 
to  the  subscriber  on  whose  recommendation  the  patient  has  been 
admitted  requesting  that  the  patient  be  immediately  removed, 
and  failing  the  patient  being  so  removed  within  48  hours  the 
Board  shall  take  steps  for  the  patient's  removal. 

XXXVI.  Patients  resident  in  the  district  may  be  admitted 
without  any  recommendation  from  a  subscriber,  but  they  will  be 
expected  to  contribute  weekly,  in  advance,  such  sums  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Board,  or  may  be  agreed  upon. 

Patients  shall  not  be  allowed  to  go  out  of  the  Hospital 
grounds  without  leave  of  the  Medical  Officer  or  Matron. 

They  shall  be  required  to  assist,  in  so  far  as  circum- 
stances will  allow,  in  attending  other  patients,  and  in 
housework,  needlework,  gardening,  etc. 

They  shall  be  prohibited  from  receiving  food  or  othei' 
articles  from  their  friends. 

They  shall  not  enter  any  wards  but  their  own  without 
special  permission. 

XXXVII.  The  Patients  shall  obey  the  directions  of  the 
Hospital  officials,  and  disobedience  or  inattention  to  the  rules 
and  regulations,  or  improper  language  or  behaviour,  will  entail 
dismissal  from  the  Hospital. 
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XXXVIII.  The  Hospital  shall  be  strictly  non-sectarian,  and 
patients  may  be  visited  by  any  minister  of  religion  whom  they 
may  desire,  subject  to  such  rales  and  regulations  as  may  be 
made  with  refei'ence  thereto  by  the  Board. 

Visitors. 

XXXIX.  Relatives  and  friends  of  patients  in  the  Hospital 
will  be  admitted  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  from  3  to  4  p.m., 
and  on  Sundays  from  3  to  5  p.m.,  but  must  not  remain  beyond 
one  hour  with  a  patient.  Not  more  than  two  friends  of  any 
patient  may  be  admitted  at  one  time.  Clergymen  will  be 
entitled  to  admission  at  all  reasonable  times. 

XL.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  critical  cases  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Matron. 

XLI.  All  visitors  shall  conduct  themselves  in  a  quiet 
and  orderly  manner,  and  implicitly  obey  the  directions  of  the 
Hospital  ofiScials. 

XLII.  If  any  alteration  on  the  terms  of  the  foregoing 
Constitution  is  at  any  time  proposed,  the  same  shall  in  the  first 
place  be  considered  by  the  Trustees  and  by  the  Board  of 
Management,  and  if  such  alteration  is  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  Trustees,  and  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Management 
respectively,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  a  Special  Genei-al 
Meeting  of  Subscribers.  Notice  of  this  Special  General  Meeting, 
in  which  the  proposed  alteration  shall  be  specified  in  detail,  shall 
be  given  by  circular  issued  twenty-one  clear  days  before  the  date 
thereof,  and  if  it  is  adopted  at  that  meeting  it  shall  finally  be 
laid  before  the  next  Annual  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
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in  the  event  of  tlie  proposed  alteration  being  confirmed  by  two- 
thii'ds  of  the  Subscribers  present  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting, 
then  the  Constitution  shall  be  held  to  be  so  altered  as  from  the 
date  thereof. 

(Lastly)  The  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Management 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  losses  which  may  arise  from 
any  investment  of  the  funds  of  the  Hospital,  nor  from 
any  errors,  neglect,  or  omissions,  nor  for  the  intromissions  of 
any  secretary,  treasurer,  factor,  or  agent  of  the  Hospital ;  and 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  be  indemnified  out  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Hospital  for  and  against  all  outlays  and 
liabilities  incurred  by  them  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital;  And  we 
consent  to  the  registration  hereof  for  preservation.  In  witness 
whereof  these  presents,  written  upon  this  and  the  thirteen 
preceding  pages  by  Gecrge  Rose,  Clerk  to  Anderson  &  Kerr, 
Writers,  Port-Glasgow,  are,  along  with  the  marginal  addition 
on  this  page,  which  is  to  read  after  the  word  "  Trustees," 
occurring  on  the  third  line  from  the  top  of  this  page,  subscribed 
by  us,  the  said  John  Birkmyre  and  Mrs.  Helen  Maclarty  or 
Birkmyre,  both  at  Broadstone  aforesaid,  on  the  twenty-third 
day  of  October  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  Nineteen  Hundred  and 
Seven  before  these  witnesses,  George  Kerr,  Writer,  Port- 
Glasgow,  and  Henry  Thomas  Inkster,  a  Valet,  residing  at 
Broadstone  afoi'esaid.
